“It must be repeatedly pothted 
out that for the Central Powers, as 
distinct from the case of Russia. the 
conclusion of peace with Russia by 
no means has any connection with 
a general peace, and that the Cen- 
tral Powers will be compelled to 
continue the war against their other 
enemies. On the other hand, the 
Russian government declares again 
to the allied (Teutonic) delegation 
that it is of the opinion that the 
existing constitutional organizations 
of newly-created states may be con- 
sidered for the present fully compe- 
tent to exprees the will of wide cir- 
cles of the people. 

“Of great importance for the 
question (blank in the wireless] of 
the individuality of a state is the

“The Russian proposal is not sur-

HARP protests tn the ranks of

Before the Councilmen even consider 
yielding, however, they demand that the city 
be remunerated for the expense it has gone 
to in connection with the long-<drawn-out 
Broadway opening proceedings. Whether 
they will actually give in to the obstruction- 
ists, now that the latter have resorted to 
the war excuse, remains, of course, to be 
seen—after the $7000 paid out in the prelim- 
inary work for the improvement has been 


forthcoming. 


The Times cannot be taxed with having 
any possible personal or selfish interest in 
wanting to see the city’s main business thor- 
oOughfare opened and extended into a real 
street that begins somewhere and ends 
somewhere. This newspaper has all along 
contended that it were folly to sidetrack any 
necessary improvement on account of the 
war, and has commended the City Council 
for refusing to let the little groups of ob- 
structionists fighting the Second-street tun- 
nel and West First-street boulevard ring in 
the wartime plea for delay. One of the 
worst things that happen to the 
United States at this time would be for im- 
provement and development projects all 
over the country to stop, keeping money 
from circulation and creating general unem- 
ployment outside of actual war industries. 
Extravagant and unnecessary expenditure 
should stop and stay stopped. There is no 
reason for stopping any necessary enter- 
prise. The nearer America can come to the 
eondition of “Business as Usual” without in- 
ferfering with war activities, the better it 
will be. 

Germany probably is suffering more than 
amyone can possibly realize from the almost 
total disruption of her norma) industries, 
and yet even Germany is not neglecting 
Vitaliy-meeded public improvements. The 
patches for the past three years have told 
of great subway projects going ahead in 
Berlin and of different important enterprises 
of a public character being carried out in 
spite of the war in different parts of the 
empire. How much less should America be 
influenced to drop necessary improvements, 


with her industrial strength intact and the 


necessity before her of keeping it so. The 
argument about dropping improvements like 
the Broadway opening . 
everything to the city merely because the 
country is at war will not hold water. It is 
to be hoped that the City Council will recon- 
Sider any idea it may have had about tem- 
porarily abandoning this project and that it 
will instead take steps to get the work 
Started.

EGULATING THE PRICE OF SUGAR. 

Governmenta! theories concerning the 
regulation of the price of sugar are work- 
ing disastrously when practically applied to 
sugar production in California. There is a 
world-old principle of supply and demand 
which the governmental theorists fail ut- 
terly to comprehend: sugar is high in this 
country because there is a shortage in sup. 
ply; and any attempt to reduce the price, 
which at the same time discourages the 
growing of sugar beets, must prove abor- 
tive. The government has established a 


Maximum price which the sugar refiners 


may charge; the refiners have in turn fixed 
& price which they will pay for beets in con- 
formity with the government scale. But a 
great majority of the beet growers hold 
that the price offered is not remunerative 
enough to justify their raising beets, and 
that they can make more money from their 
acreage in planting other products. 

Such is the actual condition of the sugar 
industry in Southern California, which has 
been referred to as the Sugar Bow! of the 
Nation. Actual reports from the agricul- 
tural districts are to the effect that the su- 
gar-beet acreage this year will not be more 
than 25 per cent. of last year’s. The gov- 
ernment may limit the price which the re- 
finers may charge for the sugar now in 
stock; but it cannot compe! the refiners to 
make sugar without beets; neither can it 
compel farmers to plant sugar beets when 
they can make more money raising some- 
thing else. It is not enough that the gov- 
ernment experts shall demonstrate that the 
farmers can make money selling their beets 
to the refiners at $7.50 a ton; the final proof 
of the effectiveness of price-fixing rests in 
the amount of acreage planted. If it is but 
one-fourth of the planting of last year the 
theories of the experts become worthless. 

Secretary of Labor Wilson has fully dem- 
onstrated to his own satisfaction that there 
ig enough man power on the Pacific Slope 
to cultivate available land, and he believes 
that the fault lies in its distribution. But 
while he was rendering learned opinions 
based on the statistics gathered by experts 
the allied chambers of commerce of the 
Pacific Northwest have wired to President 
Wilson that the actual acreage planted in 
wheat in the section last fall was but one- 
fourth that planted two years ago. The 
government does not seem to discover that, 
while statisticians are figuring and depart- 
ment heads are preparing voluminous re- 
ports, the supply of food in the country is 
diminishing at an appalling rate. Fixing 
prices last year prevented overcharging; but 
it has limited the plantings this year to a 
point that there will not be enough food- 
stuffs next year at any price. There is 
little enduring benefit in buying essentials 
at a low price one year if we are to be 
deprived of buying them at all the next. 

Supply and demand are the only endur- 
ing regulators of prices. Interference with 
natural laws leads invariably to chaos. 
There is an established price which refiners 
can afford to pay growers for their beets. 
It is regulated, naturally, by the price of 
sugar. The refiner will pay $1 a ton for 
beets for each cent per pound he can get 
for his sugar. The government price for 
sugar at the refinery is 7½ cents a pound. 
That price means $7.50 a ton to the grower 
for his beets. But the grower now finds 
that he can secure a greater return from his 
land by raising some other product. He is 
the court of last resort. When he stops 
raising beets the supply of sugar stops. 
Government regulation of prices is largely 
theoretical; but there is nothing theoretical 
about the present disinclination of the farm- 
er to plant beets. It is paradoxical to re- 
peat that the only possible way to reduce 
the price of sugar is to pay more for it; 
but that, nevertheless, is true. If the price 
at the refinery were 9 cents a pound and 
the refiner gave the benefit of the increase 
to the grower, then the acreage planted 
would double and there would be no neces- 
sity of government regulation to reduce the 
price next year. 
ing is the one way to limit the price of su- 
gar—and the way to get that is to pay the 
farmer more this year for his beets. The 
situation is not complicated, but complica- 
tions rise when the government experts 
interfere to break the current between sup- 
ply and demand. 7

IMMUTABLE LAW OF LTERNAD 
JUSTICE. 

There is a decided advantage in hav- 
ing at the head of world affairs during the 
present crisis a college professor who is 
at the same time a practical idealist. It 
would have been even better, perhaps, had 
President Wilson specialized in mathemat- 
fies rather than on history. The coming 
peace, being an American-made peace, we 


are well assured will be clean from devious | 


intrigue and not messed up with secret di- 
plomacy. But this is not sufficient. To be 
permanent the final peace terms must 
be as just and equitable, as incapable of 
disprovement, as the multiplication table. 

Twice two can make neither three nor 
five. This is at once the simplest and the 
hardest truth for the average mind to grasp. 
Man throughout the ages has been search- 
ing for a magic talisman, a divine touch- 
stone, wherewith to raise to the nth de- 
gree—regardiess of arithmetic—the fortunes 
of the whole human famity. Needless to 
say, he has found neither. They don't ex- 
ist. He might as well have frittered away 
his energies in numbering the stars of 
hea or counting the grafns of sand on 
the seashore. There is no royal Bolsheviki 
road to human happiness or the brother- 
hood of men. 

Yet that the imperfect earth will ultl- 
mately cast off its imperfection, and, un- 
equal civilization put on an honorable equal- 
ity, is as certain as that the universe is 
governed by a righteous judge. But this 
end will not be reached through the cast- 
fron efficiency of a despotic military ma- 
chine, such as has eaten into the vitals of 
the German people; nor by piling a Pelion 
of ordinances on an Ossa of useless commis- 
sions, such as we in California are at pres- 
ent staggering under; nor by the promise 
of a vain Utopia, such as the Bolsheviki 
are dangling before an open-mouthed mul- 
titude of land-hunery Muscovites. 
| The car of civic progress moves slowly 
forward; yet, as Galileo in the face of per- 
secution still asserted of this planet, “it 
does move; and those who attempt to re- 
tard this motion will be dropped behind 
and perish in the mire; and these who try 
to hasten it inordinately will be ground to 
pleces beneath the wheels. For the world's 
progress is not a haphazard joy ride, left 
to the mercy of blood-and-iron militarists or

No action of one 
human being or nation of human beings 
can set back the evolution of civic and com- 
munal progress. 

In the beginning were Nature and Jus- 
tice—Nature to preserve the species, and 
Justice to take care of the individual. ~ Na- 
ture is not the creature but the creator of 
life; Justice is not man's servant but his 
master. 
ings to permanently thwart the designs of 
either nature or justice, the power over 
life and death would be vested not in the 
Creator, but in the creature—an unthinka- 
ble hypothesis. 

Seltf- preservation is the first law of na- 
ture, and justice is the first law of self- 
preservation. Take the sense of justice out 
of love and what is left? Nothing but hec- 
tic passion or sentimental anaemia, Take 


away justice from human relationships and 


what remains? Only the kultured frightful- 
ness of the tyrant or the venomous fury of 
the sans culotte. The pursuit of happiness— 
one of our constitutional birthrights—is but 
the selfish chase after pleasure at any 
price, unless it follows in the footsteps of 
justice. 

So will it be when the nations come to- 
gether to formulate lasting peace terms. 
Any agreement that fails to square with the 
law of justice spelis but worse future con- 
fusion and possibly final destruction for the 
individual, the nation and the species. Only 
we know that justice itself will never allow 
such a general catastrophe. | 

Wars will continue until an arithmetically 
correct form of “peace with justice” has 
been placed upon the world's statute book. 
The nations may miss this immediate op- 
portunity for writing in such a provision 
into the Constitution of the planet. But it 
will be inscribed there finally because jus- 
tice demands it. Is not our hope of immor- 
tality dependent on the Invincibility of eter- 
nal justice? For, could justice be defeated. 
death would be a ruthless penalty for hav- 
ing lived at all, and not—as ft really is a 
reward for the courageous and kindly and 
a second chance for the weak and the ob- 
stinate. 

After all the one grand consummate at- 
tribute of justice that the world so far has 
failed to thoroughly appreciate is the sim- 
ple mathematical axiom that two and two 
make four. From this verdict neither the 
fury of the tiger nor the sweetness of the 
dove can swerve the steadfast judgement of 
the righteous ruler of the universe. How- 
ever complicated the issue, however pro- 
longed the trial, justice will finally be done 
according to this short and simple formula. 
For the Kaiser and his fellow-conspirators 
against the world’s peace must be meted out 
strict impartial justice, not colored either 
with the cream-pink of clemency or the 
scarlet of vengeance. Yet still the search 
for a magic touchstone will be urged by 
those looking for latter-day miracles. 

“We didn't see to what such conduct leads, 

These sad results, how deeply we denrlore! 
Spare us the consequence of past misdeeds, 

Dear Lord—this once—grant twice two be 

not four!” 

And of course, before the Creator could 
grant such a request, he would have to tear 


into pieces the whole fabric of hfs universe. |

EGLECTED BEAUTIES. 

A lady of 76, whose chief happiness is 
driving through the country in her automo- 
bile, has drawn our attention to the sadly 
neglected beauties of roadsides through 
which tourists pass. The country surround- 
ing Los Angeles, she points out, shows 60 
many signs of original artistic attention; 
many roadsides have been planted with rose 
hedges and palms; but alas, the enthusiasm 
has in so many cases petered out, and wild 
growths of unsightly weeds have been al- 
lowed to choke their beauty out of existence. 

At intervals the scenery is shamefully 
marred with unsightly piles of old cans, dis- 
carded stoves, rusty gas pipes and rotting 
boards, the latter markedly on those sites 
where contemplated houses never material- 
ize” That once gaily heralded highway of 
rose hedges planted between Pomona and 
Los Aageles show for the most part that the 
good work so nobly begun has been deplor- 
ably neglected by the lahdowners, who are 
thus depreciating one of their assets. For 
the beauty of California is obviously one of 
its best assets and so much of the charm of 
our boasted climate must be lost if the prop- 
erty owners fail to show the abundance of 
Nature's glories it and the fertile soll can 
produce under happy circumstances. 


There can be no greater eyesore than 
those unsightly piles of rubbish that are 
allowed to accumulate near the roadsides. 
There can be no sadder sight than parched, 
neglected,. weed-ridden rose hedges strug- 
Ming for a precarious existence. <A woll 
cultivated roadside is the best indication of 
the character and asyirations of the inhabi- 
tants, the very prestige of a town ifs re- 
flected by its horticultural charms. The 
traveler along well-kept roads and parkings 
is at once impressed with the self-respect 
and the pleasent ideals of the community 
through which he passes. If for no other 
than a commercial reason, property owners 
would do well to look to the value of possi- 
ble beauties. Other things being equal, the 
well-cared for luxuriant road hedge of roses 
would turn the scale for a prospective buy- 
er; the neat and cultivated property woul 
win him to decision in its favor. 


RAY OF HOPE IN LYNCHING RECORDS. 
The records of Tuskegee Institute show 


that thirty-eight persons were lynched in 


the United States last year, of whom thirty- 
six were negroes. Twenty-six of the num- 
ber, or more than two-thirds, were put to 
death for offenses other than the “usual 
crime,” and all but two of the lynchings 
occurred in southern States. 


The figures thus continne the stigma on 
the South of employing lynching as an in- 
discriminate punishment for negro crimes 
and misdemeanors and not merely for the 
protection of womanhood. In at least one- 
third of the cases where the death penalty 
Was inflicted by mobs, the offense was one 
of a police court character only. 

At the same time, the evil record com- 
pares favorably with the worse one for 1916, 
when fifty-four persons were lynched, of 
whom fifty were negroes. It is distinctly 
better than that for 1915, when fifty-four 
negroes and thirteen whites were put to 
death by mobs; it is an improvement on the 
record for 1914, when fifty-two were lynched. 

As to whether the decrease of lynchings 
for one year is due only to chance or reflects 
influences working toward a permanent im- 
provement remains to be discovered.

Woman suffrage! The thing seems 
positively old-fashioned already. 
Doubtless they are indulging some 
enthusiastic celebrations anent the 
passing of the Susan B. Anthony 
amendment in the non-suffrage 
States, and the shade of Susan is 
happy. But we California fominists 
are getting blase about it. The 
country follows where we lead, as it 
were. Beyond a few polite resolu- 
tions of congratulation cur women's 
clubs will probably not betray any 
unusual excitement on the subject. 

Of course the nation has not defl- 
nitely and irrevocably admitted that 
Women are people yet. For all we 
know, the dear old Senate may yet 
be suffering from a disastrous sense 
of chivalry that yearns to save us 
from ourselves and keep us up on 
that uncomfortable pedestal. That 
offers a few more thrills. Our rath- 
er charming lobbyiats—and some of 
them, particularly little Beulah Ami- 
don, are quite indubitably charm- 
ing—-cannot retire into untroubled 
seclusion just yet. But the begin- 
ning of the end has set in and the 
fight is fast losing its zest. 

All the old suffragette jokes have 
become passe over night. That 
overworked one about the mouse 
breaking up a suffrage meeting with 
which witty masculine raconteurs 
were wont to dazzle anti-suffrage 
dinner parties—ah, what will it prof- 
it me that I now st my courage 
and go right on gui the mind 
of the city While frisky rats disport 
themselves around my office desk, 
eat up my paste and banquet off my 
white kid -gloves? This modest 
nightly glory has been swept away; 
I may scream to my lungs’ content 
henceforth indifferent to the dam- 
aging evidence that gallant anti- 
males may be recording against my 
revered sex. 

And think of all the suffragette 
sarcasm that is going in the discard. 
Never more can we quote Alice Duer 
Miller with a ferociously-glittering 
eve on “Chivalry.” 

“It's treating a woman politely 

As long as she isn't a fright: 

It's guarding fhe girls who act 
rightly, 

If you can be Judge of what's right. 
It'« being—not just, but so pleasant: 

It's tipping while wages are low: 
It's making a beautiful present 

And failing to pay what you owe. 


Oh, Chivalry, Chivalry, where have 


you been’? 
I've been out seeking a beautiful 
— queen! 
Chivairy. Chivalry, what did you 
find? 


Commonplace women, not much to 
my mind.” 

There, you see, how bromidic and 
old-fashioned that sounds already. 
Heavens, what on earth shall wae 
suffragettes have left to talk about? 

Peace on earth and good will to 
wards men. Yes, yes, good will to- 
wards men. That's it. Let us be 
kind and chivalrous to them, sister. 
Let us constitute ourselves their 
protectors, and protect them from 
the rest of us imoerfect protect- 
ora, even as they did unto 
us. They have deserved that much 
consideration at our hands. Chiv- 
alry is great fun. Let us Indulge 
ourselves, with a go of it. 

But thines are going to be dread- 
fully flat for a time. Like the Irish, 
we women got a good deal of fun 
cut of being oppressed. When Ire- 
land gets home rule and women get 
suffrage, and the warring powers 
come to peace terms—won't it be a 
slow old world? 

However, we must face the thing 
with stoicism. We fought for it. so 
we evidently thoucht we wanted it. 
We must play the came. Having 
established the fact that women are 
people, We shall, of course. have to 
do something about it. To be strict- 
ly logical, of course, we ought to 
now start a fight to enfranchise lu- 
natics and paupers, criminals and 
children. 

Remember the suffragette’s cate- 
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lam 

Q: Father, what is a Legisla- 
ture? 

A: A representative body elected 
by the people for the State. 

Q: Are women people? 

A: No, my son, criminals, luna- 
tics and women are not people. 

Q: Do Legislatures legislate for 
nothing? 

A: Oh. no, they are paid a sal- 
ary. 


Q: By whom? 
A: By the people. 
: Are women people? 
A: Of course, my son. fust as 


‘men are. 

Dear me, what a lot of hoary old 
chestnuts I am springing. Susan B. 
Anthony will soon be as dead as 
Queen Anne. 

Now that women are people, 1 
wonder if clinging will go out? 
Clinging vines seem to have lost 
their modishness since the war 
started. It seems to be perfectly 
all right to cling to heroes when they 
are around; but, to guote another 
silly, old-fashioned poem: 

“If your hero chance to be away, 

When bright-faced dangers shine, 
It will be best for you to play 

The oak tree, not the vine. 

In fact, the most important thing 
Is knowing when its time to cling.”

For the sake of argument, let us 
agree with Machiavelli. The “Prince,” 
as the personification of the ruling 
passion in any sate, is necessarily 
beyond the pale of the moral and 
the civil law. And whether they 
like it or not, the rulers of all states 
have to agree with Machiavelli. But 
what does any ruler get out of it? 
At best a salary, which is limited, 
and work and worry which are un- 


Umited. If the “Prince” eats too 


much he has to pass down the 
“gents’ walk“ more than twice a 
day; and then his attending phys. 
clan, “whose complete science is ex- 
hausted by two cases of billousness, 
says he has the dysentery or typhus. 
Thus the passion to rule must be 
regarded as a mania; especially 
when, as a matter of fact, not much 
despotism is necessary any way to 
govern a state. Left to their own 
resources, the people get along pret- 
ty well, anyway, and we must al- 
ways remember that the lowest sav- 
ages are the highest form of civil- 
ization, as, for instance, e.g., etc., 
the Botokuden of South America, 
who have no law against theft, be- 
cause the Botokuden do not steal. 
Would that we had no law against 
theft and graft in the United States! 
Would that we could get along with- 
out a law against stealing! 

So I lay aside in disgust Machia- 
velll’s “Principe” in which Nero is 
necessarily a maniac. And I lay 
aside in despair Plato's Republic“ 
as all too idealistic, and I lay aside 
as tommyrot Moore’s “Utopia” and 
Henry George's “Progress and Pov- 
erty” and La Salle’s 
and the essays on the “Single Tax” 
which would leave unchanged und 
unaltered the state as it is in the 
absurd hope that a single economic 


law is going to change and improve | 


everything—en economic law de- 
vised by a man, or by men who have 
no definition of wealth; and who. 
when they offer one, contradict 
themselves in the most ridiculous 
manner. They think gold is wealth, 
and silver is wealth, and copper, 
iron, steel and other metals are 
wealth. But gold is gold, and silver 
is silver, and copper is copper and 
nothing else. And wealth is a form 
of thought. And nothing else We 
can conceive of nothing save and 
except by forms of thought, things 
in time and in space, and with «a 
certain relative value to the intel- 
— that conceives the things about 
t. 

Not until our political econo 
hu- 
man experience, that wealth is mere- 
ly a form of thought, will any of the 
problems that beset us and our na- 
tion be solved. 

T simply refuse to sit 
at the feet of “geniuses” who have 
no definition for the simplest terms 
they employ to spin their laughable 
philosophies. And so ought you. 
And I disagree entirely with Prof. 
Irving Fisher of Yale that the thing 
we have to do to solve our very 
simple problems is to change our 
monetary system. The thing we 
have to do is to arrive at the correct 
definition of wealth. 

So I yearn and hope that the rail 
ways will not only be taken over 
by the government, but that the gov- 
ernment, after having taken over the 
railways, will sell the railways for 
junk. 

“But no,” you interpose, the peo- 
ple will all starve to death if we 
sell the railways for junk.” 

How very foolish and absurd. Are 
not the people starving and freez- 
ing for all our railway lines (and 
we have more mileage than any oth- 
er race on the face of the globe) 
and for all our cars and locomo- 
tives? 

One little blizzard serves to ex- 
baust all our science of engineering. 

Let us sit at the feet of the Boto- 
kuden and learn something 

Let us expel Prof. Fisher from 
Yale. 

Let us send the railway presidents 
to the trenches. 

The people will nat starve. They 
will walk out to the land and they 
will till the soil and they will reap 
crops and they will know then that 
they do not have to have gold to 
buy wheat and corn.” The wheat 
and corn will be their gold. And 
they will be happier. And that is 
the object of all our work and gov- 
ernment, to enable the people to be 
happy. And any government that 
makes a people unhappy is a fail- 
ure. There are many of these in 
Europe. But the Botokuden do not 
know anything about it; and they 


care less. 


With all our manias for experi- 
ments and novelties I often wonder 
why our statesmen do not make the 
Golden Rule the basis of good gov- 
ernment and human conduct. 

I wonder why our politicasters 
and our reformers do not adopt the 
Sermon on the Mount as the basis 
of government. 

I wonder why they have over- 
looked the beatitudes. 

wonder why ther have over 
looked the Old Testament and the 
New Testairent. 

The Golden Rule, the Sermon on 
the Mount—these are the only ex- 
periments in sociology and human 
government that humanity has not 
yet essayed to give a fair and hon- 
est trial. 

And you need not wonder why. 
It is because our politicasters and 
our statesmen have no understand- 
ing of political economy; and they 
have no understanding of political 
economy because their definition of 
wealth is a joke.
